Kaleidoscopic Events. 

At present the Southern generala 
appear to be on Chiang Kai-shek’s 
side, with the exception of Teng 
Yen-ta (Chief of ‘the Political 
Bureau, who has joined the Extrem- 
ists and has an eye on General 
Chiang's Pofition), General Ching 
Chien (6th 'Army), General Tang 
Seng-chi_ (8th Army, who is not a 
Communist at heart but aspires to 
power) and, possibly, General Chu 
Pei-tch. (8rd Army); 

In-the kaleidoscope of ' events 
whith take place from day to day 
in China the Nationalist split is the 
most intriguing. It would .be un- 
safe to prophesy which’ course the 
army will follow, as the decision 
largely depends on how far Hankow 
is able to undermine the Army's 
loyalty to Chiang Kai-shek.
